Any concern who attempts to compete with us in prices must own their 
own factory and be engaged in the canvas goods business exclusively. If 
they are not a large concern and do not fulfill the two conditions named above, 
it is absolutely impossible for them to even attempt to meet our prices and 
be square; and if you deal with a concern of this kind, you will find to your 
sorrow that we are right.

HOW TO ORDER GOODS 

Observe the following rules carefully, and you will have no difficulty what¬ 
ever: 

1. Tell us in your own way just what you want, and always give us the 
catalogue name, size if any, and the number of the page on which the article 
appears. 

2. After you have made out the order be sure and sign your full name 
and address clearly and distinctly. Don’t forget your address. 

3. Give us the name of the town you wish the goods shipped to, if different 
from your postoffice. 

4. Tell us if we should ship by express or freight, or should we send the 
order the cheapest way. 

Express is, the quickest, but freight is the cheapest, providing the package 
should weigh over thirty pounds. 

5. Enclose the money, and state how much you are enclosing in the letter. 

Never send bills or silver loose; always send express or postoffice money 

order, bank draft or personal check. If personal check, we reserve the right to 
hold the shipment until the check is honored, but in very rare instances would 
this be over one day. 
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6. Above all things, if you are ordering a tent, don’t forget to give size in 
full, the weight of duck desired, whether single or double filling, with or without 
poles. If fly is wanted, be sure and state this distinctly. 

If the above instructions are followed you will get your order filled exactly 
the same as if you were to walk into our store and purchase personally. 

OUR GUARANTEE 

We make up our tents just as the orders come in, and in this way are sure 
our customer gets a new, perfect tent in every respect. All the descriptions in 
our catalogue are exactly correct, and on this account we are able to make the 
following liberal guarantee— something other concerns do not do: 

If after receiving any article and examining it carefully you find any defects 
in material or workmanship, or you find that our catalogue description is false or 
misleading, we will have the article returned and you will receive your money 
back immediately, together with the transportation charges you were obliged to 
pay. This is a very liberal guarantee. However, if we are not to blame in any 
way—for instance, if you give the size wrong in your order—we will not be re¬ 
sponsible. 

DAMAGE OR SHORTAGE IN SHIPMENT 

Always examine every shipment before you take same from the express or 
freight office, and if there is any damage or shortage insist that the agent make 
a notation to this effect on your expense bill, which is the receipt he gives you 
when you pay the charges. (He is required to make a notation of the condition 
in which every shipment arrives.) Send us this expense bill with the notation 
thereon, and we will file a claim for damages against the railroad company 
and adjust the matter with you in a satisfactory manner. You must, however, 
get us the document asked for above. It is also necessary for you to return 
your invoice to us. Do not blame us for a possible damaged shipment. It 
was packed properly when it left our hands, and in perfect order, or the railroad 
company would not have accepted it. They are entirely - responsible. You 
need not worry about damage, as it occurs but very rarely, and we will adjust 
any matter of this kind to your satisfaction. 

THE BEST WAY TO SHIP TENTS AND OTHER 

ARTICLES 

When you have anything shipped by express you are charged for the weight. 
For instance, the express rate per 100 pounds from Chicago to Peoria, Ill., is 
$1.00. This, if applied to a special express scale of prices should show sixty 
cents express in a tent weighing twenty pounds. We would advise express for 
shipments weighing less than twenty pounds, and where the destination is 
within 300 miles of Chicago. 

FREIGHT 

Freight is the best way to forward shipments weighing over thirty pounds, 
and providing the distance in transit exceeds 300 to 500 miles. It is usually 
cheaper than express, and generally takes longer in transit. In freight you are 
charged according to the class of goods. For instance, tents take first class 
rate, and brattice cloth takes third class rate. The freight rate to Peoria, Ill., 
is forty cents first class, thirty-two cents second class, twenty-four cents third 
class, and eighteen cents fourth class. Tents would therefore cost forty cents 
per 100 pounds, and brattice cloth would cost twenty-four cents per 100 pounds. 
However, the railroad companies have what is called a “ minimum charge,” 
which is the least amount they will accept for carrying any shipment. In this 
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case to Peoria it is twenty-five cents, and therefore it would cost twenty-five 
cents for either a tent weighing thirty pounds or thirty pounds of brattice 
cloth. It is always to a customer’s advantage to make a freight order weigh 
100 pounds. This makes a profitable shipment, and you will readily see that 
three tents weighing altogether 100 pounds would cost you only forty cents to 
Peoria, and you could have 100 pounds of brattice cloth shipped for just the 
same price as ten pounds or thirty pounds—twenty-five cents. Always make 
freight shipments weigh 100 pounds if possible. 

TIME REQUIRED IN MAKING SHIPMENT OF 

TENTS 

Don’t wait until the last minute before sending in your order. Remember 
that May and June are our busy months, and it sometimes takes us ten to twelve 
days to fill an order at this time. If you need your tent in May, order it April 
1, and be on the safe side. However, our capacity for making tents is very large, , 
and in most cases we are able to fill your order and ship same in two days time. 
In very rare cases and when something special is desired, it requires three to 
five days’ time. 

SOMETHING ABOUT TENT S—R EAD CAREFULLY 

A tent is defined as a covering made of canvas or some other material for 
protection from the weather. A tent, therefore, is made for shelter, and in its 
many forms should be proof either against the hot rays of the sun or the down-^ 
pour of rain and high wind accompanying a storm. A good first class tent 
will afford ample protection from the elements if properly erected, and if it 
fails in any way it is not a good tent. If you intend to venture on a camping 
trip, great care should be taken in selecting an outfit, and particularly a tent, 
which is the most important part of it. Supposing you were all alone in the 
pine woods, returning from the day’s hunt drenched to the skin by a bad storm, 
you would then think of the good little tent awaiting you, in which you could 
build a fire and dry your clothes and be comfortable. It would not be very 
gratifying on arriving to find that it leaks, and that your whole outfit is as wet 
as yourself. Possibly you have not had this sickening experience, but anyone 
that has never cares to go through the same thing again. A poor tent is^ worse 
than none at all, and at present the country is full of “ market grade tents 
which are made to sell only. In purchasing, then, First, buy of a responsible 
firm who make a specialty of this line of work and'whose reputation for square 
dealing’-’ cannot be questioned. Second, have your tent made of the heaviest 
grade of duck that will answer for the purpose you wish to put it to. Third, 
always have a fly if possible. Fourth, insist that the pitch of the roof is standard. 

SOME WAYS IN WHICH TENTS ARE CHEAPENED 

There are innumerable ways devised by unscrupulous dealers and manu¬ 
facturers in order to get the selling price to, a figure which will appeal to the 
cheap buyer. This is no reflection on the man who wishes to buy cheap, but 
most people know very little about tents, and eight out of ten will buy the 
cheapest one without considering who he is buying from. This is the induce¬ 
ment, therefore, to make tents that will sell at a low figure. 

We will try to enumerate the most common forms of fraud. Perhaps the 
most common one is to lower the height of the tent from four to eight inches oi 
even more. This would give the same size floor'space, and the ordinary person 
would never know until he gets into a good rain, when the pitch will not be 
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sufficient to shed the water properly and the tent will looU t? ,v- i

The cut below shows our 
standard wall tent with fly. A fly is an additional roof which in connection with the regular roof forms a double 
protection against rain, and also by reason of leaving an open air chamber between the two roofs keeps the interior 
of the tent delightfully cool in hot weather, and also warmer in winter time. We can furnish double flies if wanted 
at same price as tent. By double we mean twice the length of the tent and extending out over the front, making a 
very shady retreat, which can be used for a lounging or dining place. 



We make all our tents to order, and give you on the next page a net price list of all the different sizes and 
weights of duck, enabling you to select a tent in exact accordance with your ideas. An 8-oz. or 10-oz. double filling 
tent with fly will give excellent service and meet the requirement in most cases, but always select the heayier duck 
when possible. By 8-oz. duck we mean 8 oz. to the yard, 29 inches wide; 10-oz. duck weighs 10 oz., etc. The 
difference between single and double filled duck is that in single filling the warp and filling is made of a single thread 
of cotton, while in double filled the filling is made of two threads twisted together. Double filling is therefore closer 
woven and makes the better tent. All our tents are made in the best possible manner, of standard weight duck, 
and are fully guaranteed exactly as represented.

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PREPARING FOR A CAMPING TRIP 

Never go on a camping trip in a rush. Make careful preparation and use 
good sound, judgment in the selection of an outfit. Take into consideration, 
first, the location in which you intend to camp; how far it is; what are the facili¬ 
ties for reaching the place; will the outfit have to be carried by hand, or can the 
location be reached easily by some transportation system? In the latter case, 
we would advise that you take as many conveniences as possible, in order to 
make your camp life a pleasure. You can include chairs, tables, camp cots, 
sleeping bags and cooking kits, and many other most desirable articles, some of 
which would have to be excluded if the trip were a long one where the trans¬ 
portation was by canoe or over rough roads or through densely wooded country. 
In this case all the comforts of your own home might be realized at a reasonable 
cost, as every camp article has nearly reached perfection at the present time. 
Never take anything that you cannot see beforehand will be needed, even if 
you think you might need it. Leave it at home unless you are sure. Ten to 
one it will only add to the weight and number of the articles you will have to 
take care of. Have your tent amply large to accommodate the number of 
persons who intend making the trip. 

We would suggest the following outfit for a party of four persons where the 
transportation facilities are comparatively good: 

One tent, complete with pole, guys, stakes, at least 9£ x 12 feet, and 
made of 10-oz. D. F. duck. 

One double filling tent fly for above tent. 

One floor cloth to fit above tent. 

One pocket ax (a folding one would be more convenient). 

One coil rope. 

One coil wire. 

One small set of tools. 

One “ Wilson’s Kamp Kook's” outfit of fifty-four pieces. 

Four folding camp stools. 

Four camp cots. 

One folding or roll-top table. 

This would be a complete camp and messing outfit. In addition we would 
suggest the following outfit of clothing for each person, which will be ample for 
at least a month: ' 

One suit of good but old woolen clothes. We say old clothes because they 
are best, but we do not mean clothes that are old and patched and ready to fall 
to pieces. 

Two flannel overshirts, blue or drab in color. 

One extra pair of pants or overalls. 

Two suits of underwear—flannel is best. 

Two handkerchiefs, not white, but large blue bandanas. 

- Two towels. ~ 

Two pairs of socks. 

One poncho or rain cape. 

One pillow case, empty. * 

One pair of strong shoes—and a pair of hip rubber boots would be handy 
for fishing. 

One pair moccasins for camp use. 

One good pair of leggings. 

One soft felt hat with a broad brim. 

Mosquito netting, at least enough to cover your bed. 

One woolen sweater. 

One pair suspenders or a belt, whichever you use. 
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One canvas bag for toilet articles and small accessories. 

Don t forget your toothbrush and a cake of tar soap. 

One sleeping bag. 

All of the above that you do not wear roll up in a piece of canvas with over¬ 
lapping at the sides to keep any article from slipping out. Fasten with straps. 
Th ls is called a carry-all,” and is the best way to carry everything and any¬ 
thing. Now let each person carry with him: 

A good hunting knife. 

A waterproof safety match box (don’t forget to fill it). 

A reliable pocket compass. 

A small water canteen. 

Pipe and tobacco (cigars and cigarettes will never do in camp). 

Your gun, revolver or rod, depending upon conditions. 

A pair of field glasses would also come in handy. 

Of course if the journey is to be, a long one and the greater part of the 
packing must be done by hand, you could discard some of the above outfit as 
it would not be best to burden any single person with a pack-load of over forty 
pounds. If a pack mule could be used, a load of 150 to 250 pounds could be 
carried easily. Remember all railway and steamship lines carrv 150 pounds of 
personal baggage free for each person. They accept camping outfits for trans¬ 
portation as baggage, and very few charge for excess. Of course, the various 
pieces should be arranged for convenient handring, but it is not necessary to 
provide especial handles, as is usually thought. Pack everything possible in a 
carry-all. Put your food and provisions in a canvas bag or a special ration 
chest. Pack the tent in a canvas bag, -together with the pins and a jointed 
tent pole if possible. Then box the whole outfit. The chairs, cots and tables 
can be easily folded and crated and shipped as baggage. The whole outfit 
would hardly weigh 150 pounds to the man. 

WHAT TO TAKE ALONG TO EAT 

... -According to the most experienced campers, the following list of provisions 
wnl be ample for four persons one week. If fish or game is provided, it will last 
much longer. Insist that your provisions are put up in air-tight or tin cans as 
they wi 1 keep dry and fresh at all times. Buy the best of food, and vou will 
not be disappointed. 

WHERE TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES ARE FAIR 

Ten pounds extra fine ham. 

Five pounds select bacon already sliced and put up in jars is best. 

rive pounds select rice. 

Five pounds salt pork. 

Six pounds navy beans. 

Six pounds cornmeal. 

Twenty pounds wheat flour. 

Fifteen pounds potatoes, good ones. 

Six pounds onions. 

Three pounds butter packed in tin box. 

One-half gallon pickles ‘packed in vinegar. 

One quart syrup. 

One box pepper. 

One box mustard. ' 

One sack of salt. 

Six pounds coffee. 

Six pounds sugar. 
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One-half pound tea. 

One-half pound baking powder. 

One-half pound baking soda. 

Four cans condensed milk and cream. 

Six boxes matches (be sure and pack in tin box). 

One pound soap. 

One pound corn starch. 

One pound candles. 

One jar cheese. 

One box ginger. 

One box allspice. 

One pound currants. 

One pound raisins. 

Five boxes sardines. 

One flask with a screw top. 

The above outfit will weigh about 120 pounds. You might carry with you 
for immediate use a few loaves of fresh bread, a little fresh meat and a few 
eggs. This outfit will be complete, and can be depended upon to last the time 
specified. 

WHEN YOU GET THERE 

The first thing to do is to select a desirable location for the camp. Make 
“ good water” and “good firewood” the first consideration, and have the camp 
in close touch with both of these. Choose a raise and never a hollow, and if 
there is shade it will be much better. Avoid dense woods or thickets. They 
are undesirable and unhealthy, to say the least. Find as level a place as possible, 
and put up the tent correctly. See that everything is staked down and guyed 
properly. Much depends on this, and a good tent is sometimes condemned 
when the real trouble is that it has never been properly erected. It would be 
well to dig a small trench around the walls of the tent to properly carry away 
the water. If a floor cloth is used, the tent will always be dry, and it will also 
serve to keep out the bugs and insects. After the tent is erected, unpack the 
•kit and arrange everything in places most suited for the purpose, and in accord¬ 
ance with your own ideas. It will not take so very long to unfold your chairs, 
cots, table, etc.; but if you are not able to have these ready-made comforts, it 
might be well to give you some hints about making furniture from nature’s 
resources in a primitive way. Everyone does not have the knack of making 
things, but with a little perseverance and work and the aid of these directions, 
anyone should be able to provide all the necessaries and make the camp com¬ 
fortable and convenient in every way. In our list of articles given before we 
mention a kit of tools, and would suggest for practicability and lightness the 
following outfit, which would be ample for all ordinary purposes: 

One combination tool set, carried in handle of tool. 

One flat file. 

One brace and one 1-inch and one 2-inch bit. 

One hack saw. 

One clawhammer hatchet. 

Two pounds assorted nails. 

One draw knife. 

One tape measure. 

Two spools soft wire. 

Two tent needles. 

One ball twine. 

One roll of double width canvas, in which the whole outfit may be wrapped. 
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CAMP STOOLS AND CHAIRS 

Always carry a few folding camp stools, with you whenever possible. They 
are light, compact and easily carried, r In case they are not available you will 
be obliged to make something to serve the purpose, and the simplest way is to 
find a log and cut it into lengths of about a foot each, and you can then dis¬ 
tribute convenient seats everywhere. This will do well enough providing they 
are not to be moved. A more satisfactory chair can be made by taking a billet 
of .wood or a cross-section of a log about two and one-half inches thick. Bore 
four auger holes in this at about an angle of forty degrees. Select some good 
legs from a neighboring thicket; pound them in; plane off the top and you have 
a luxurious chair. You can have short or long legs, just as you like, and if you 
are used to a soft, comfortable office chair, you might take a piece of canvas, a 
few tacks, a little dead grass or leaves, and produce a very comfortable up¬ 
holstering. 

CAMP BEDS AND COTS 

The sleeping bag is in a class by itself for comfort and convenience. If the 
weather is warm, you can sleep on the outside, and have plenty of covering 
under you. If the weather is rainy and windy, you can button it up and sleep 
out of doors if necessary, and know that you will always be dry. If the weather 
is cold, you need never be worried about rolling out of bed or kicking off the 
covers. You will never feel that freezing cold air which generally hits you everv 
time you turn over when sleeping on a cot. The temperature is always regular, 
the covers can’t come off; your feet can’t crawl out and attract all the mos¬ 
quitoes in the vicinity. In fact, a sleeping bag is a luxury and should be in the 
possession of every camper. If you don’t happen to have a sleeping bag or a 
cot, a very satisfactory bed can be made as follows: 

Before you leave have your tent maker take a piece of canvas about 3J x 
feet, and have him sew a double stitched hem afyout six inches wide on the long 
sides. When you get to camp, drive four forked sticks into the ground. Brace 
them well. Then cut two 3-inch saplings about a foot longer than the canvas. 
Trim these and run through the loops. Rest the ends in the forks, and you 
will have a cot that will be much better than most cots sold at the present time. 
Another cheaper way: Just take an old gunny sack and cut out the closed end 
and slip it over the poles. You will find this will take the place of a cot admir¬ 
ably. If you do not want to cut the forked stakes lay the poles on two logs 
placed one at the head and one at the foot of your bed. Cut notches in the 
logs to keep the canvas tight, and you have another. Any of the above plans 
will assure you a good night’s rest after a hard tramp. 


CAMP TABLES 

When a folding or rolling camp table is not available, a good one can be 
made by driving four stakes firmly in the ground or using a small tree stump as 
a support. Now make a rustic frame for the top of this, and brace it well. 
This can be made out of any rough lumber. Then take an old packing box 
and put a nice smooth top to-the table. If you are particular about* a table 
cloth, you might stretch a piece of canvas over all, which will serve the purpose. 
Chairs or benches for this table may be arranged by using cross-sections of logs 
to which rough boards have been nailed. Backs for the benches can also be 
made easily with slight labor, and you can enjoy a meal with more satisfaction 
than if you were seated at your own table at home.

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ABOUT CLOTHING 

The list of clothing we suggested you will find to be all that is needed and 
necessary for one person, and will be more than sufficient to last a month. Two 
complete changes is enough for anyone. Do not take along unnecessary gar¬ 
ments; you will never use them. One good suit of old clothes and a sweater 
and pair of overalls will make two complete changes. As to your underwear, 
always take light flannel shirts and canton flannel drawers, unless you intend 
camping in a very cold climate, when woolens will be preferable. Remember 
also that two thicknesses of light clothes are much better and warmer than one 
heavy thickness. Also two flannel shirts are better than two coats. Never 
select white or loud colors for any clothing article you take along. Gray, tan or 
dead grass color is best. A sweater is an indispensable article, and will give 
you more real comfort than anything else you could take. Always warm, 
light and self-conforming, it gives absolute freedom and pleasure in wearing! 
A poncho or rain cape is very light and will keep you absolutely dry in the 
hardest rain. As to foot gear, one good heavy pair of shoes and a pair of mocca¬ 
sins would be sufficient. A pair of hip rubber boots would be handy in case 
you intend fishing, but it would hardly pay you to carry them along in any 
other case. Don’t forget the moccasins. If you have lived in the city for 
months with your feet pinched up in tight fitting shoes, how you will enjoy a 
pair of moccasins! Did you ever wear a pair? It will certainly be a vacation 
for your feet, and you will romp around with all the happiness of a boy of ten 
years. One broad brimmed felt hat wifi be sufficient, but it might be well to 
add a soft cap, which you will find very comfortable around the camp. Have 
a “ditty” bag made for the rest of your personal belongings, which is simply a 
piece of canvas with pockets sewed thereon, and can be conveniently hung up 
in a suitable place. If you have one of these you will always know just where 
everything is. You might put into this bag a good stiff clothesbrush, a pocket 
comb and case, small mirror, hairbrush, razor and shaving stick, pack of cards, 
pipe, tobacco, scissors, needle and thread, and bachelor buttons. It might also 
be well to include a small emergency medicine case, with some court plaster and 
linen gauze. 


CAMP COOKING 

Don’t be afraid to venture on a trip without a practical cook. Such a' 
person is really unnecessary, and you will find that you yourself can prepare 
the most delicious meals, even if you have never cooked a single thing before in 
all your life. Just follow our instructions and receipts, and you cannot fail. 
Our “Wilson’s Kamp Kook’s” outfit is perfection in cooking utensils, and con¬ 
tains everything necessary for cooking; also a complete set of tableware. All 
this folds up into a nice compact and light package, which can be conveniently 
carried. The price is very reasonable, and every camper should have one. In 
case y6u are obliged to make your own cook stove, we would suggest the fol¬ 
lowing plan: Get two green logs, about four feet long, and bury them about 
half way in the ground, parallel to each other, and about eight inches apart. 
Plane or cut off the top of each log, so that you will have a smooth surface on 
which to rest the edges of the cooking utensils. Dig a little trench between the 
logs, and you have a first-class cooking place, where the most tempting dishes 
may be prepared. It would also help a great deal if a rough wind shield were 
made, so that it could be moved around at will. Don’t build an enormous big 
fire, and then expect to cook on it. Let it burn down to hot coals, which will 
give you quite enough heat for every purpose except boiling. If you desire 
to bake or roast, and do not have the services of an oven, an excellent substitute 
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ean be made by taking two large pans and inverting one over the other. Place 
the bottom one on a bed of live coals, and keep live coals also covering the top 
You will be surprised at the good results. 


A FEW PRACTICAL RECEIPTS 

Coffee Use one tablespoonful of -ground coffee for each cup of water, and 
then add an extra one for good measure. Put on in cold water and allow to 
boil up just once. Serve hot. 

Tea A teaspoonful for each person. Put it in fresh boiling water and 
set aside in a warm place to steep for ten minutes. Never boil tea. 

Pork fritters Sliced salt pork. Soak for a while, then roll in flour or meal 
and fry in hot fat until brown. 

Fried fish, game or fresh meat— Clean well. Roll in meal or flour, and 
fry ^ not fat, as above. Salt when nearly done. Never salt fresh meats before¬ 
hand, and always fry in hot fat or grease. 

Fried potatoes— Slice, and fry in hot fat as above. Season and serve hot. 

Boiled potatoes Put in cold water, and boil until they begin to burst 
open. Drain them well; dry and serve. 

Baked potatoes —Bury in pit of live coals until you can easily pierce them 
with a fork or stick, when they are done. 

Roast meats, game, etc. —Clean and prepare. Sprinkle over a little flour 
with pepper and a little salt. A few sliced onions will help the flavor. Three 
slices of salt pork on top for basting purposes. Add a little water to start the 
gravy. . Then place in oven or substitute oven suggested above. 

Fried mush First prepare boiled mush by slowly adding cornmeal to 
boiling water and stirring vigorously for twenty or thirty minutes. Set aside 
and when cold it can be cut up into slices. Roll in flour and fry in a little grease 
until brown. 

Soup or stew Break fresh bones into little pieces. Add your meat scraps 
and a couple slices of bacon or pork. Place in cold water and boil slowly until 
meat is done. Add onions, rice or cooked beans, and season to the taste. 

Baked beans —Soak beans over night always. Then place in an earthen 
preserve jar with a few pieces of pork or bacon. Add a little hot water. Bake 
from one to three hours—the longer the better. 

Corn bread Take one quart of cornmeal, one teaspoonful salt, one of 
baking powder. Mix with cold water until you have thin batter. Let it rise. 
Just before you bake it stir batter well. Put in pans and bake slowly for half 
an hour until done. 

Fish cakes Take cold fish. Remove the bones. Mince and mix with 
equal parts of bread crumbs a'nd potatoes. Season well and fry in fat until both 
sides are brown. 

Broiled small bird— Clean and parboil first; then put on a stick and broil 
over hot live coals, turning frequently. 

Stale bread and biscuits can be made fresh by wrapping in a damp cloth 
and placing in the oven for a little while. Never throw your stale bread away. 
Just dip it in salt water and fry in hot fat until real brown, both sides It is 
fine. 


A FEW HINTS WHICH MAY COME IN HANDY 

A hot stone wrapped up makes an excellent hot water bag. 

A potato with a hole in it and the bottom cut off, or an old can filled witn 
dirt, makes a fine candlestick. 

A whetstone is a handy thing, and will keep everything sharp. 
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To heat your tent at night fill a bucket with red hot stones, and invert the 
bucket in your tent. 

Never sit or lie on the bare ground. Most of the sickness in camp is due 
to this. Sit on your hat—it is better. 

A few drops of rhodium on your bait will attract all the fish in the pool, 
and they will bite voraciously. This is the “ Chinese secret’ ’ for catching fish. 

Always have your name and address in your pocket book. 

Take a package of postal cards along. You can write anywhere with simply 
a postal. Stamps are useless in camp. 

If the wind is very light and you wish to find out the direction, wet your 
finger in your mouth. Hold it in the air, and the cooler side is the direction 
from which the wind is blowing. 

A hook and line baited with a red rag will catch frogs readily. The hind¬ 
quarters are delicious eating. 

A paper vest is lighter and more convenient than a cloth-one, and twice 
as warm. 

If you get soaking wet and have no dry clothes, take them off and wring 
them out, then put them on again. You will not catch cold if you keep moving, 
and they will be much warmer. 

You can get moonstruck just the same as sunstruck, so don’t sleep with 
the moon shining on your face. 

Burn up all kitchen and table refuse, even the tin cans; this will keep away 
flies, mosquitoes and insects. 

A telescope or field glass is fine for camp or field use. 

When you wash woolen or flannel, don’t wring out. Hang them up wet, 
and they will not shrink. 

A baking powder can cover makes a good biscuit cutter, and a bottle 
makes an excellent rolling pin. 

To cool water in a bottle, wrap wet clothes around the outside and remove 
the cork. 

Waterproof oil for foot-gear: One part rosin, two parts beeswax, three parts 
tallow. 

If you are thirsty and have no water, place a small pebble in your mouth. 
It will answer the purpose; try it. 

Don’t keep loaded firearms in your tent. Three shots in succession, and 
one after a minute’s time is a signal of distress. 

If you get lost keep cool—don’t run around—but give signals of distress, 
and at night build a big fire. Let your companions find you. They will miss 
you soon enough. Here is where a compass comes in handy. 

If your shoes get wet on the inside, heat some pebbles in a pan and place 
in your shoes. They will dry them thoroughly. Shake once in a while. 

A FEW SIMPLE RECEIPTS FOR CAMP SICKNESS 

If you keep the bowels open, head cool and the feet dry you will not be 
bothered very much with sickness in camp unless you select an unhealthy 
location. However, it is best to know what to do in emergencies. 

Sore throat —Tie a piece of fat bacon on your throat with flannel until 
soreness is gone. Keep flannel on a few days longer. 

Burns— Use common baking soda mixed with camp fat or oil. 

Cramps and chills —Give a drink made of hot water, pepper and ginger. 
Place a hot stone to the feet. 

Fevers —Give repeated doses of quinine. Keep dry and warm and bowels 
loose. 

Colds— Keep on warm, dry clothing. Take quinine twice a day. 

Ivy poison —Baking soda and water will make a cooling wash. Use freely. 
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Poisoning —Cause vomiting. Give warm water mixed with mustard and 
salt. Make him swallow soap or tobacco if necessary. Summon a doctor if 
possible. 

Insect bites —Smear on common mud, and plenty of it. 

To keep mosquitoes away — Make a solution of three ounces of tallow, one 
ounce camphor, one ounce pennyroyal, one ounce, creosdte, mixed. Rub on 
face and hands when needed. 

Sore feet —Keep the feet clean. Wash in warm water, then in cold, to 
which a little baking soda has been added. Wipe perfectly dry and grease 
with fat. 

Struck by lightning —Remove clothing, and dash cold water on body with¬ 
out ceasing, for hours if necessary. Immerse body in running water up to the 
neck. 

Drowning— Send for a doctor at once. Loosen the clothing, carry the 
body face down, with the head slightly elevated. Rub the body dry, and keep 
warm. Induce artificial inspiration and respiration. Keep the tongue drawn 
forward, so as not to close the windpipe. 

Bathing —Don’t bathe in a strange place until you have fully explored its 
depths. It may be treacherous. 

Freezing —Keep awake and moving about. Don’t fall asleep. It means 
death. 

SOME OF NATURE’S WEATHER SIGNS 

Ragged clouds mean heavy winds; sharp edged clouds, light winds; soft 
fleecy clouds, moderate winds and fine weather; low clouds, moving fast, mean 
rain and colder. 

Gray morning sky means good weather; red at night, camper’s delight. 

Rain before seven, quits before eleven. 

Rain accompanied by an east wind will be a long one. 

Sudden rain will not last. 

Morning rains mean clear afternoons. 

Heavy dew means dry weather. 

Working spiders mean fine weather. 

Hiding spiders mean storms. 

Flies bite hardest when storms are approaching. 

Look out for a change of weather when dogs sniff the air. 

Birds fly away from water in the morning and toward water at night.

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FISHING 

Fishing is one of the most enjoyable of all outdoor sports, and while nearly 
everyone has engaged in this pastime at some period during his life, still the 
successful fisherman, the man who has made a study of the traits, habits and 
ways of fish, is a rarity. Very few who start out on a fishing trip have any con¬ 
ception of their mode of existence and probably have never troubled themselves 
to observe the traits of the particular fish they wish to capture, their sense of 
sight, hearing and scent, the way they live, their choice of food, likes and dis¬ 
likes, seasons and other things which are absolutely essential to real success. In 
truth, this is quite a study, and it will be our endeavor in this short article to 
give you as many facts as possible that you should know, without having to 
rely on the school of experience. 

MODES OF FISHING 

There are a great many different ways of fishing, but all together they 
may be classified under one of three heads: 

1. Still water or bait fishing. 

2. Trailing or trolling. 

3. Fly casting. 

STILL WATER FISHING 

Still water fishing is more or less familiar to every one who can remember 
back to his boyhood days, and consists of tempting the fish by means of bait, 
such as angleworms, grub worms and the like, using a common pole, a line with 
float or “bob, M sinker and hook. This is very satisfactory for small brook fishing 
in still water, and for small fish. Still, there is very little real sport in it, as the 
fish is allowed to nibble and then swallow the hook, when a vicious yank on the 
pole will lay him flopping on the bank. It gives the fish no chance whatever, 
while in the other modes the skill of the fisherman and the cunning of the fish are 
pitted against each other in a sportsmanlike battle for supremacy. 

TRAILING OR TROLLING 

In this method of fishing either natural or imitation bait, revolving 
spoons—spinners—are trailed near the surface or in deep waters, and by constant 
movement attract the attention and deceive the fish into believing it a thing 
of life and thereby tempting it to bite and be caught. Many different kinds of 
revolving and spoon baits are made for this purpose. 

FLY CASTING 

Fly casting is the poetry of fishing, and it requires skill, knowledge and ex¬ 
perience to master it successfully. It consists of trailing along the surface of the 
water flies, insects or other dainty morsels, and by skillful manipulation imitating 
life, deceiving the fish into thinking that it is a choice morsel or something he is 
antagonistic to. This is invariably used for bass and trout fishing, which two 
rank among the first of the game fishes of this country. When the fish is at¬ 
tracted by the bait, he rushes upward and snatches it from the surface and then 
runs away with equal rapidity. He is seldom hooked lower than his mouth, which 
is practically devoid of any nerves of pain, and this leaves his strength and breath¬ 
ing facilities unimpaired and fully able to resist your attempts at capture, It 
requires great skill to properly cast your fly out over the water so that it will 
land properly, and also to trail it in a lifelike manner. But the greatest skill 
comes after the fish is hooked; then the line must be played perfectly or he will 
tear out the hook and be free. 

Truly, it is exciting sport. 
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ABOUT FITTING OUT 

When starting out on a fishing trip remember that your success will depend 
on your fish sense, and not on your silver mounted poles and elaborate outfits, 
belect a correct but simple outfit, and see to it—the most important thing of all— 
that your hook, spoons and spinners are the best obtainable, and that your bait 
is fresh and the right kind to attract the fish you intend capturing. A fish will 
not bite if the food is not tempting, and if your bait is poor you need not expect a 
single bite. Have patience, take along a simple outfit, good bait and a little 
knowledge, and you are bound to meet success and forever after be an enthusi¬ 
astic angler. It is a little difficult to select an outfit that will be exactly suited 
to the existing conditions in every case, and you must also remember that if you 
have, the money an expensive split bamboo pole would be decidedly better than 
a cane one, and the same rule applies more or less to the rest of the outfit: but 
also remember after all that it is the bait that gets the fish. We would suggest 
the following outfits, which will be found practicable in every way and can be 
varied somewhat to suit the individual fancy of the purchaser: 

FOR STILL FISHING 

A cane or bamboo pole with reel, 10-foot. 

From twenty-five to fifty yards silk or linen line, medium size. 

Common float, one dozen split shot sinkers. 

Two 3-foot leaders made of silk gut. 

Several Nos. 6, 7, 8 and 9 snelled hooks. 

One bait box and fish stringer. 

FOR TRAILING AND TROLLING 

One hundred yards linen line with reel, furnished with hook and sinkers. 

One set of spoon baits. 

One weedless spoon and leader for trolling. 

This would make a simple outfit suitable for trolling behind a boat. 

FLY CASTING OUTFIT FOR BASS, TROUT, ETC. 

One 8 or 10-foot lancewood rod with extra top and case. 

One multiplier reel with click. 

Fifty yards stout silk line. 

One hundred yards trolling line, as in above outfit, with reel. 

Three 5 or 6-foot gut leaders. 

Two dozen extra fine trout and bass flies (no department store cheap stuff). 

Two trout and bass spinners. 

Three casting baits, imitation minnow, frog and bucktail weedless. 

One dozen assorted hooks, sinkers, etc. 

One bait box and landing net. 

One tackle box. 
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A DANDY ALL-AROUND OUTFIT 


One first class combination bait and fly rod. 

One quadruple multiplying reel with click. 

Fifty yards fly casting silk line. 

Fifty yards bait casting silk line. 

One hundred yards trolling line with reel. 

Six assorted gut leaders. 

One float with swivels and sinkers. 

One dozen sprout hooks. 

One fly hook with three dozen finest assorted flies. 

Six spinners and spoon baits, both plain and weedless. 
Three casting baits. 

One net for landing. 

One bait and tackle box. 

One creel and strap. 

One minnow bucket. 


SOMETHING ABOUT FISH 


A fish is termed by scientists a cold blooded animal living in the water, and 
they are innumerable in species, but possess a common form with individual 
markings and characteristics according to the natural conditions of the body of 
water in which they are found. They vary in size from one to three inches in 
length, in s nail brook fishes, up to six and seven feet in length, and with a weight 
of 200 to 250 pounds, as in the shark family. Their sense of sight, hearing, feel¬ 
ing ani smelling is very acute, but they possess very little sense of taste, if 
any. They breathe the air dissolved in the water, and do not extract oxygen 
chemically from the water in which they are confined, as some people think. 
Fish suffocate when out of water because they possess the power of taking' the 
oxygen from the water only, and not from air. If new air is forced into the 
water by allowing it to rise to the surface in the form of bubbles, they will revive 
at once. This is a very singular attribute; but some fish, such as the catfish or 
carp, will live a long time out of water entirely. 

The sense of sight in fish is very acute, and on account of the position of the 
eyes they can see very little below them, but can readily see out of the water, 
and from forty to fifty feet in front and to the sides. They are very quick, there¬ 
fore, to detect any unnatural bait, and in this case the greatest care must be taken 
to, make it life-like in movement. Also for this reason the fisherman should hide 
himself as much as possible, and always sit with the sun facing him, so that no 
shadow will be thrown over the water. Another wonderful thing in connection 
with the senses of the fish is that a fish not only hears sound, but also feels it. 
Great care should be taken, therefore, to be unusually silent, and also drop in the 
line or cast the fly so that it will make very little noise, if any. * Thqir sense of 
smell is very pronounced, and they have the faculty of distinguishing between 
odors and various scents which either attract or repel them. They will pay no 
attention whatever to ill-smelling or putrid bait, so for this reason always see to 
it that'your bait is fresh. It is said that a little asafoetida rubbed on the bait 
will prove a great attraction. As they have no sense of taste, they rely wholly 
on sight and smell in choosing their foods. 

Most fish are carnivorous, but will subsist on vegetation when live food 
becomes scarce. They eat voraciously when hungry, and generally live on smaller 
fish, which they devour with indiscrimination. Fresh water fish can go a long 
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time without food, while salt water fish would starve in half the time. During 
spawning season and in the winter time most fish cease to feed, and seek the deeper 
waters, where they live comparatively still and need little or no food. Big fish 
always prefer solitude, and are always found in deeper and cooler spots. A good 
rule, therefore, in fishing is to always cast your line in the deepest water and in 
the hardest place to get at. Avoid fishing in the middle of a hot day, but go in 
the early morning or in the evening, or, better still, in the night. The cloudier 
the weather the better; and this is particularly true just before a storm, when a 
slight breeze is stirring the surface of the water. You will find the fish unusually 
active at this time. Never try to fish after a storm, as the rain always washes a 
quantity of food into the water, and they will have very little use for your bait. 
It is hard to understand just what fish will do, and for. this reason no definite rules 
as to time, season or conditions of the weather can be laid down. The fisherman 
must try and adapt the existing conditions to the rules. 


SOMETHING ABOUT BAITS 

Of all baits none is more tempting to the fish than the angleworm, or “fish- 
worm,” as it is commonly called. They can be procured almost anywhere by 
digging in rich soil, and should be kept in a small earthen jar filled with moss or 
soil that is slightly moist. In this way, if kept in a cool place and in the dark 
they will keep for several weeks. Never place them in a tin can with a lot of 
wet mud, as this always kills them. When stringing them on the hook see that 
they are put on correctly by passing the hook from head to tail, and have just 
enough dangling to suggest life. Be very careful that the hook does not show 
at any spot. Other good baits are grasshoppers, beetles, wasps, maggots bees 
crickets, moths, snails, caterpillars, beef, a young mouse, etc. In trolling and 
fly casting the most common forms of bait are the minnow and small frog and it 
might be best to know something about each. 

Minnows can be procured in almost any small stream, with the aid of a net. 
The great difficulty is to keep them alive any length of time. They are very 
delicate, and cannot stand rough handling or jolting; furthermore, they exhaust 
the oxygen from the water of a bait pail very rapidly, necessitating that the water 
be changed very often. Most minnow pails on the market today are simply com¬ 
mon ordinary buckets, which will keep the fish alive only a short time. Some are 
telescopic, allowing the interior, which is punched full of holes, to be withdrawn 
and placed in running water. This is a very unique arrangement, and will 
prove satisfactory, providing transportation is a small matter. A bait pail has 
been recently adopted by the United States fish commission, which is built entirely 
on scientific principles, and by means of which fish can be transported thousands 
of miles successfully. The essential thing in this pail is that it contains an air 
chamber at the bottom connected with a pump at the side. This chamber is so 
constructed that it allows air constantly to escape through the water in the form 
of bubbles, thereby keeping the water always full of oxygen. Never put more 
than 150 minnows in a standard pail holding two and one-half gallons of water 
and change that water at least every three or four hours. Keep the pail in a cool 
place covered with a cloth, and free from the heat of the sun. 

Frogs are excellent bait, and the smaller ones are the best—the smaller the 
better—and this is particularly so when fishing for bass. Hook them through 
both hips, just behind the spoon, and you have the best bait. Always choose 
green frogs with a white belly; the brown back and yellow belly are not so good. 
When transporting frogs do not give them very much moisture, as they thrive 
better without it in captivity. To keep them correctly place in a basket which 
is dry, and do not put anything eise in the basket, not even grass or moss. Moisten 
the inside of the basket thoroughly two or three times a day. When you reach

your camping site place the basket in such a position that a little water enters 
it, the remainder being dry. Place a stone in the water end of the basket, and 
the frogs will live well. Do not feed frogs in captivity. They can go without 
food for two weeks, and be fat and strong as the day they were caught. To 
anyone who does not care to bother with keeping live frogs and minnows we 
recommend prepared bait (both frogs and minnows), which are put up in bottles 
like sardines. All that is necessary is just to soak them in water for a few 
minutes, when they are quite natural and will prove a fine substitute. 


ARTIFICIAL FLIES 

Fly casting, as said before, is the most sportsmanslike method of fishing. 
Every fisherman knows that there are certain seasons of the year when flies 
abound near the water, and fish have found that they are very choice eating. 
Therefore, for a long time live flies were considered the very finest of bait. Then 
came the manufacture of artificial insects which were just as natural as the live 
ones and had ten times the wearing qualities. Now they are made in every 
conceivable form and variety of colors. One should carry three or four dozen 
different varieties, and by trying different ones he will invariably strike one that 
will lure the fish from the depths. 


BAIT CASTING 

Bait casting is an accomplishment few possess, but it is an art that is not 
at all hard to master. It simply requires practice and patience. Choose a rod 
which is fairly stiff, and about five to eight feet in length. Have a good reel, 
a lever-winding quadruple multiplier if possible, and attached to this about 
fifty yards of silk casting line. See that everything is assembled correctly, 
then attach the bait and wind up the line until it is near the top of the rod! 
Set the line for free running, and then take your position for the cast. Hold 
the pole with the reel up, and clasp it directly below the reel with the right 
hand. Place the thumb on the center of the spool, so as to act as a brake. In 
fact, this thumb is the secret of the whole thing, and when you can control the 
reel at will by the simple pressure of the thumb, you may consider yourself 
proficient. 

Cast the bait upward and forward, just the same as if you would throw an 
object from the end of a stick. Allow the line to play out, but just enough so 
that when it reaches the water there will be very little if any slack. Do not 
allow the bait to hit the water like a stone, but practice to make it fall lightly 
and naturally. As soon as it hits commence ^rewinding by placing the rod 
against the body and grasping same in front of the reel with the left and re¬ 
winding with the right hand. Then repeat, and when you can hit within a 
foot or so of a chosen spot you are ready to fish. Remember complete control 
of the reel is the secret, and a cast of forty to fifty feet will be sufficient for any 
01 dinary fishing. Long casting is attractive, but not practical or necessary for 
ordinary conditions. Some fishermen indulge in what is called “surface fish¬ 
ing.” They watch a certain spot where the fish are rising or jumping, and 
then approach very carefully and softly, and poke the pole over the spot and 
allow the fly to drop gently to within a few inches of the surface, just above 
where the fish have been seen to rise. They will in most cases jump out of the 
water and seize the bait. In fly fishing care should be taken always to keep the 
line taut and strike gently at every suggestion of a nibble, as in nearly every case 
just one nibble will ruin your bait. After the fish is hooked play it well, and 
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be in no hurry to make a landing until the fish is entirely exhausted. Keep the 
line taut, and play out only when necessary. After it has been led to the net 
it will invariably make a desperate effort to escape, so be careful or you will be 
disappointed. 

REMEMBER 

Let your flies touch the water lightly and naturally. 

Let them remain just a moment, giving a slight movement to resemble a 
struggle in the water. 

Keep the line nearly taut always. 

Don’t strike too quick or too hard; a simple movement is sufficient. 

Keep cool; let the fish get excited. 

Don’t be discouraged; failures make success. 

A FEW THINGS YOU OUGHT TO KNOW 

Fish will live longer if carried in a sack, in preference to a stringer. 

Feed angleworms with the white of a hard boiled egg. This will give them 
a fine pink color and will prolong their life. Always dig for worms after a 
heavy ram. They then come to the surface. 

To attract fish to a certain vicinity suspend fly blown meats over the hole 
and let the live maggots drop continually in the water, thus attracting the fish. 

Live maggots are splendid bait. They are no more repulsive or objectionable 
than .angleworms if kept in a box with corn meal or bread crumbs. Try them. 

Midge flies are fine for trout fishing in the early spring. Don’t have your 
hooks or flies too large. Always choose the smaller one. 

If you are not successful, look over your tackle. Something may be wrong 
Don t always blame the fish. 6 ‘ 

■ Cast near the edge of weeds, lily pads, etc., for bass and pickerel. 

You will always find fish in the most difficult place to get at. Go to a 
little trouble, and be convinced. 

You can catch frogs at night by turning a bright light on them. They will 
not jump away, and yo.u can pick them up in your hand. 

Never let the fish observe you; always hide in some way. 

Gut leaders are absolutely essential to your line. They are strong and 
practically invisible. Use at least five feet in most cases. 

Buy the very best fishing tackle; it pays. 

Carry a file and always keep your hook sharp. 

If you get wet keep moving and you will be all right. 

Trout generally refuse to bite in cold weather; and during hot weather the 
best time is m the early morning or evening. 

Hit fish between the eyes to kill them. 

Keep your spoons bright. 

Black bass will not bite when the water is perfectly smooth. If you catch 
one look out for another. They go in pairs. 

In fly fishing remember that objects on the surface of the water scare fish 
more easily than objects below the water. 

Take your wife and children along. They will more than enjoy it. 

A drop of sweet cicily, anise or asafoetida on your bait will attract the fish. 

Bass like young carp, grasshoppers and small green frogs. 

Fish cannot be caught when snow water is in the stream. 

Grub worms make fine bait. 

Carry a folding mosquito hat; it’s worth the price.

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HUNTING 

In contemplating a hunting trip first consider your outfit. Take into 
consideration the tune of the year, the condition of the weather, the character 
of the country, whether wooded or dry, open field or marshy wet country. 

No outfit ever suggested will answer the purpose for all occasions, and we think 
it best to recommend outfits which will be best for particular kinds of shooting. 

OUTFIT FOR DRY FIELD OR BRUSH SHOOTING 

A pair of good stout shoes with leggings, preferably made of woolen cloth 
but canvas will do where the noise they make is not objectionable. A hunting 
sweater is again of great value, and it should always be tan in color to render it 
less conspicuous. If snow has fallen, white would be good. Travel as lightly 
as possible, and if you move around it will not be necessary to lug a heavy coat 
as woolen underclothing, a sweater and a paper vest will be sufficient in the 
coldest of weather. 

DUCK HUNTING OR BOAT OUTFIT 

The essential thing in this outfit is to have your footwear warm and dry 
told or wet feet are exasperating, and will take all the hunting ardor out of vou 
in a little while. As you will be obliged to lie still most of your time it is also 
necessary that your clothing also conform to the above conditions Wear 
heavy woolen underclothing and hose, woolen sweater and gloves. A warm 
canvas, leather or oilskin jacket should be taken along for further protection 
together with an extra pair of socks If you use decays wear rubbeT glove"’ 
Take along a pocket ax to build blinds, also a knife and some cord. 

OUTFIT FOR TRAMPING AROUND IN WET PLACES 

Rubber boots are invaluable for wading, otherwise a high leather boot is 
much preferable. Get a good pair, light in weight, well oiled and easy fitting 
Wear a medium heavy woolen sweater with pockets, and if the weather is cold 
a paper vest underneath. This is very light and form fitting, and will keep 
out cold better than a leather jacket, A slouch hat.should be wont in rainy 
weather, and a corduroy cap with tabs in dry seasons. It is best to dress accord¬ 
ing to how cold you expect to find it; and remember, it is much easier to divest 
yourself of superfluous clothing when too warm than it is to put more clothing 
on when you do not have it. 8 

A FEW HINTS IN SELECTING A SHOT GUN 

The best gun for all-around shooting is a 12-gauge, about seven to eight 
an k\ half A° Und f m wei &ht, 30-inch barrel hammerless, with automatic ejector 
right hand barrel modified choke, left hand full choke. For duck shooting a 
10-gauge weighing nine pounds, with full choke bore, is best. By choke boring 
we mean obstructing the end of the barrel by making it smaller, so that it will 
bunch the shot thus giving greater penetration and distance. A plain bored 
barrel is termed ‘‘cylinder,” and is best for close shooting. A great many 
things must be left to the individual taste of the man who intends to use the 
gun Go to a responsible dealer who carries a reasonably large stock and if 

of°tWnl haP , P f t0 ,f n T exactl y what you want, give, the man the facts 
of the case, and he will submit the proper guns for your selection. 

l to your shoulder and see that it comes into position naturally 

sifil vn? y Tf Wlth ° Ut dls 1 9,°. I f fort or stretching your neck. See that the weight 
suits you. If you are a little man, choose a light gun. If your dealer is respons- 
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ible,he will not object to your trying the gun and returning it, and then taking 
another until satisfied. After you have decided on the gun, don't blame it if 
you miss everything you shoot at for a time. Practice makes good shots, and 
you will soon know every little oddity about the new gun. Give attention to 
the size of the loads you use, and if possible load your own shells, and after 
becoming proficient, you can load according to your own ideas and taste and 
just as good as factory shells at a small expense. 

As to the brand of shot gun to select, there are many good ones, and the 
selection will depend a great deal upon the likes of the buyer. We would not 
advise the purchase of foreign guns, as you will find the Parker, Ithaca, L. C. 
Smith, etc., are excellent weapons—good enough for any one. Of course, the 
Greener, W. & C. Scott & Sons, etc., are mighty fine examples of gun construction; 
still the difference in price could be put into shells for practice, to the best ad¬ 
vantage. 

A man's shooting abilities must not be judged by the gun he owns, and 
American guns hold enough records to convince anyone that they are the equal 
of any foreign gun ever made. 

SOME ADVICE 

Try reloading your own shells. It is a pleasant pastime. Enables you to 
have your choice of loads, and is very economical. An ideal loading machine 
will do the work for you. The standard charge for breech loaders is: 12-gauge, 
3 to drachms powder, 1J oz. shot; 10-gauge, 3| drachms powder, 1J oz. shot; 
for heavy gun over 8 pounds, \ drachm more powder and J oz. more shot. For 
duck shooting use powder from No. 1 (fine) to No. 6 (coarse), the fine for field 
shooting, and the coarse for water fowl. 

You must always compress black powder, but never compress nitro powder 
—never —remember that. 

Blinds for duck shooting can be purchased anywhere now at small expense. 
They are made of grass in suit style, and for covering over a boat. Very light, 
easily carried and practically indispensable. In case you do not have these, 
use the natural grass or rushes that grow in the vicinity. 

The best boat for duck shooting is the Mullins duck boat, made of pressed 
steel and painted dead grass color. 

A good rifle for small game or target practice is a Winchester, Stevens, a 
Remington or a Marlin 25-30 caliber, with Lyman sights. 

U. M. C. and Winchester ammunition is the best for rifles. 

.For high powdered rifles and heavy loads, equip your gun with a good 
recoil pad. It will pay you. 

Winchesters and Marlins are probably the best repeating shot guns. 

If you contemplate reloading your own shells, get the “ Ideal Hand-book 
for Shooters," from the Ideal Manufacturing Company, New Haven, Conn. 
Send postage. 

Always shoot quick with a shot gun; never aim twice. Use the right barrel 
for objects passing to the left, and vice versa. 

Ducks will not be found in waters devoid of food. Plant rice on such 
waters, and*ytfii will be repaid in the spring. 

To scull a boat make a movement of the oar from the stern of the boat 
like a capital “L." Try it. 

Never set your blind so that ducks will be obliged to pass over it in order 
to reach your decoys. They will observe you. 

A charge of shot will generally fall eight inches in a distance of forty to 
fifty yards. 

Shoot ahead of a flying bird from three inches to three feet, according to 
the speed. Never shoot at an incoming bird; wait until he passes you. 
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Take a paper vest with you. It is extremely light, and warmer than 
leather. 

“Tolling for ducks” means waving a red flag on a stick. 

Ducks are inquisitive and will come within shooting distance unless verv 
wild. J 

Ducks seek heavy wooded or sheltered spots in stormy weather. 

In shooting birds alighting, aim high and ahead of them, for they will flv 
with the shot. J 

Twist in rifle barrels differ. The proper one would spin a bullet just fast 
enough to keep it “point on,” and steady for the limit of its range. If the 
twist is too much or not enough, it will cause it to wobble or pass through the 
air longways, and will be untrue. 

Shot for different birds— Snipe, No. 8 or 9; prairie chicken, No. 6 or 7* 
quail, No. 8; geese, No. 1, 2 or 3; canvas back duck, No. 4 or 5; red heads No! 
6; grouse, No. 6 or 7; pintail, No. 5 or 6; mallards, No. 5, 6 or 7. 

Best time for duck shooting is November and December, and in early 
morning or evening. J 

To become a good shot necessitates correct judgment of distance; speed of 
object fired at; aiming gun ahead enough to allow time elapsing during passage 
of bullet until its contact with the object. Always shoot far enough ahead 
making allowance for wind. Practice. ’■ 

Common kerosene is the best gun cleaner; then grease with a little vasoline. 

In weighing powder for rifles, apothecaries' weight is used: 60 grains=l 
drachm; 8 drachms=l oz.; 12 oz.=l pound. 

Never use a rifle over 45-caliber or a heavier bullet than 405 grains. 

Birds fly with the following speed: 

40 to 50 miles an hour. 

50 to 60 miles an hour. 

80 to 90 miles an hour. 

80 to 100 miles an hour. 

40 to 90 miles an hour. 

25 to 40 miles an hour. 

40 to 150 miles an hour. 

80 to 90 miles an hour. 

Gunpowder consists of 75 per cent saltpeter, 15 per cent charcoal 10 per 
cent sulphur. Never use cheap ammunition. Buy the best. 

Remember, if a bird is traveling 100 miles an hour, it will be necessary for 
you to aim about fifteen feet ahead in order to catch him. Better to aim too 
far than not enough. 

The killing range of a 12-bore gun is about sixty yards. 

To test the accuracy of a shot gun, draw a circle 30 inches in size on a target 
40 yards away. Count the number of shot entering the circle. It should be 
40 per cent for cylinder bore, 50 per cent for modified choke, and 60 per cent 
full choke. This is the gun maker's pattern test. By decreasing or increasing 
your loads you can regulate your gun to a nicety. 

Mercurial ointment will clean leaded barrels. 

To make a gun scatter load the shot portion of your shells into three or four 
layers, and place a card w T ad between each two.

Success in trapping is due entirely to one's tact and perseverance (of course 
conceding that game exists). Traps properly cleaned, oiled, smoked and set 
at proper places will. catch game—big game and plenty of it, if it's there.

Newhouse clamps and trap wrenches for setting traps. They are indis¬ 
pensable. 

Game once caught is not averse to getting away, and much must neces¬ 
sarily be said on this subject. More vicious animals will gnaw away their legs 
to escape, and their cries and efforts to escape often attract their enemies, who 
devour them. 


The spring —By setting your trap near a small sapling, it can be bent down 
so that the chain may be attached securely to its branches and the tree or “ spring" 
held in place by a notched stake. Naturally, the animal in its struggle releases 
the “ spring" and is carried into the air, out of reach of prowlers and safe from 
escape. 

Water animals are trapped close to the water's edge, and as most of them 
plunge into the water when caught, most practical trappers drown their catch 
by means of a sliding pole or wire. A smooth pole or wire is securely fastened 
from the surface to the bottom of the stream, so that the chain ring of the trap 
slides easily. When the animal is caught, it naturally drags the trap with it 
into the water, and although held securely is permitted by the sliding pole or 
wire to sink to the bottom, where it is drowned, thus preventing its being dis¬ 
covered by its enemies and destroyed, or its even frightening others away. 


THE TRAPPER'S GUIDE 


Trapping cannot be classed as sport. It is becoming more and more a 
science. Not that the writer would have you think many of the old time, so 
called superstitions and traits of Indians, scouts of ancient days and trappers 
of renown, are obsolete. Such is not the case; but when we consider that trap¬ 
ping means ardent hard work for profit and not fun, the suggestions here em¬ 
bodied may not be inapropos. 

It is not the intention to give details of obsolete methods, but to offer sug¬ 
gestions and reminders to practical men of the modern methods of today. 
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HOW TO PROPERLY SET AND CONCEAL A TRAP 

First clean it thoroughly. Wash with lye or soap. Be sure it is clean, 
then grease it thoroughly and smoke over a smouldering fire of feathers. Never 
handle with your hands, and don’t spit near where you are setting a trap. Leave 
the surroundings just as nearly natural as possible. 

For no animal, large or small, vicious or not, must the trap be staked fast. 
This is imperative. Most inexperienced people seem to believe that traps 
(especially large ones) must.be made fast to insure that their prey will be securely 
held. If this is done they will chew or tear off their legs or beat the trap to 
pieces. They should only be encumbered with a weight approximately their 
own. They will drag this around and vent their rage and spite on it, but can¬ 
not get free, unless it is carelessly arranged. Don’t secure your trap to the 
center of a log, lest it catch and permit the captive to tear itself out. Make 
a sure and sufficiently heavy drag, but above all things else, a drag that drags. 

The trapper seldom finds in his trap what it was set for. Hence, assuredly, 
our traps must be set to catch everything that comes our way; for no matter 
what the kind, the methods used in their capture are much the same. The 
simpler the method, the greater assurances of success. 


THE RIGHT TIME FOR CAPTURE 

If the animal is nocturnal — as indeed most animals are — night is the best 
time for their capture. And as land animals must come to the water to drink, 
and as aquatic animals are already there, then logically at or near the water’s 
edge is the proper place for traps. These, however, should always be placed 
where you can inspect them with the least possible difficulty. Animals fre¬ 
quently visit traps many times, and leave them because of suspicion. If your 
traps are right, leave them alone. Don’t touch them. 

Baits are only necessary for attracting animals, and if traps are properly 
placed baits are rarely needed. When they are used they should never be 
placed on the pan of the trap. Hang or lay the bait so that the animal will 
naturally step on the pan of the concealed trap in reaching for it. This result 
is of course accomplished in many ways — the placing of a twig, the arrangement 
of two logs in a “V,” burying the trap in soft earth; with an apparently firm 
piece of sod in the jaws of the trap, etc. Much ingenuity is required on the part 
of the trapper. 

Medicine— When baits are used artful trappers make them doubly effective 
by the use of scents (commonly called medicine)- This so called medicine is 
most offensive and nauseating to the user, but so persuasive is the aroma that 
it lures animals from miles away. 

Every “Old Timer” knows how to prepare ffis own favorite odor. He 
knows which medicine to prescribe for his personal requirements. Among the 
best I know is to cut any kind of oily or fat meat, preferably fish or worms, into 
small pieces and place same in a bottle in the sun to render out. Try it. 

Othe; powerful scents can be compounded and purchased, as, for example, 
castoriun:, fennel, cummin, lavender, asafoetida, musk, etc. 

Remember, the trapper must be awake to his opportunities. If you have 
anything to do, do it. Don’t depend on your pal. Do what is to be done, and 
do it without de’ay. What counts in the art of woodcraft, as in all other lines, 
is cunning and r.erseverance. 
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JUST A FEW POINTERS 


The wisest old trappers preserve all droppings (manure) of all game; also 
remnants of feasts, feathers, etc. They are good to cover traps. 

An easy way to cover your entire line of traps is to smear your boots well 
with the “scent’’ medicine. It unquestionably decoys the game. 

The best bear bait is honey smeared on fresh fish. 

The lookout — Place your traps where they can be easily inspected. 

When it snows, get busy — If a storm or blizzard comes, get busy, as the 
snow allays all suspicion, and the cold makes all animals hungry enough not to 
be particular. 

The limit of weight for a trapper’s pack is sixty to seventy-five pounds. 
Don’t try to carry more. 

In rutting season use skunk for bait, or rotten eggs and meat. 

For otter and beaver set traps at the foot of their slides, just a little 
under water. A small twig, properly placed, will guide the animal’s foot directly 
onto the pan of your trap, as in walking they will never step on a stick, but 
always take a short or a long step, avoiding it. 

Wolves are cunning. They will not touch dead game if covered in any 
part. 

Muskrat — In the female muskrat near the vagina, in a small sac are 
secreted thirty to forty drops of sperm. Carefully extract this, and when in 
quest of muskrat sprinkle a few drops near and over the trap. You will get 
results. 

In the use of poison — Place it in the center of meat or fish balls — frozen, if 
possible. 

Skunks — Don’t be afraid. Skunks will not throw their scent or bite if in 
their den or hole. Pull them out with your hands and hit them on the head 
with a club. No need to cover traps for skunks; they are not suspicious, and 
will walk right into any trap. 

Never set a trap until you are ready to leave it; and set it with a wrench. 

Never pull a trap if you think it is in a good place. Have patience. When 
you make a catch, reset your trap and leave it. 

Never forget your gun, your hatchet or your knife. 

Opossums, coons, etc., are found in dense woods.

Mink can be found near swamps, wherever it is marshy, especially when 
deadwood or driftwood is clogged. 

Bears and badgers— In March. 

Water animals — Until ice breaks. 

Wolves are best attracted by letting a carcass of some kind smoulder on 
the embers of a once good fire. 

When you find your bait is gone, bait your trap again, and keep on trying. 

In setting traps — If in water, don’t make tracks; if you do wash them out. 

If dry traps (or on land), make as few tracks as possible, (step in the same 
tracks), and wear-moccasins or tie skins of some kind on your boots, hair side 
out.

Large game— Whole deer or bear should never be skinned for shipment 
Draw the entrails and wash with cold water. ^ 

Game birds— Should be shipped in natural state undrawn exeeDt in hot

Locating the camp— The camp should be located as far from civilization 
as possible. Hunt a distant spot; get into virgin territory, if you can Look 
out tor good water, pitch your tent on high ground, never in a hollow when 
you may be washed out if in the rainy season. Try to avoid camping* under 
poor timber. Camp, when possible, so that the camp is naturally sheltered 
from severe weather by a hedge or embankment. This is a headquarters, a base 
ot supplies. Make it comfortable, your temporary home, a sure haven in case 
ot need or emergency. 

From this base the party radiates out in every direction, traveling light 
camping on the trail and on the hunt for big game. The real success of bi 0, 
game hunting is breaking away as far as you possibly can into and toward the 
haunts of the game you search. 

There is plenty of game, big game, any amount of it. But you have to 
go alter the game where it is if you want it. 

The greatest difficulty is to locate and approach game. From the time 
you-leave your camp or cabin go slowly, cautiously, straight in the face of the 
wind or quartering against it. Take your time and reserve your strength and 
energy. Use your eyes, ears and brains, not your feet. Seek the cover of 
every obstruction carefully; look beyond every knoll, bank or rise before ex¬ 
posing yourself to view, and be careful not to make any noise. 

A good plan is to find a comfortable seat in a spot where you think game 
exists, and where you are partially or wholly concealed by the foliage or heavv 
brush, but where you can command a good view of as large an area as possible. 

Another good plan— Most animals frequent the same watering place at 
approximately the same time each day, usually in the early morning or evening 
always by the same path or route. These are known as runways. A careful 
watch at such a place is mighty apt to bring success. 

Salt licks are frequented by all kinds of animals. Where a natural lick 
cannot be found, one can be created by sprinkling salt around runwavs or places 
animals are known to frequent." 

Still hunting, as described above, means, as the name implies to sit still 
and wait for a shot. 


Jumping is fine sport. The hunter cautiously starts his quarry shooting 
as it starts from its hiding place, requiring quick, accurate and careful aim 

Jacking or fire hunting can be used with equal effect on any animal from 
a, bullfrog to a moose, either on land or water. The hunter provides a bright 
light with a reflector. On water, of course, a boat is used. By sweeping the 
penetrating rays of this bright light along the shores or into the surrounding 
darkness any animal within its scope naturally raises his head to see it dis¬ 
closing two glowing balls of fire, the reflection In his eyes. Then it is only a 
question of marksmanship. Aim directly into or between the eyes. Fires are 
sometimes built, but rarely with satisfactory results. 

Jacking is generally prohibited by law.

Tracking is to cautiously follow the signs or trail until located and a shot 
secured. 


Stalking is to carefully approach game sighted at a distance, using every 
precaution, taking advantage of every cover, so approaching within good rifle 
range. ° 

, Binocular telescope— This powerful aid is almost indispensable in stalking 
and too much cannot be said in its praise. It enables the hunter to search far 
and near for signs of life. It discloses game which no human eye unaided could 
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have seen. It reveals that the shining rock or the black tree stump is not a 
living, breathing animal, as you supposed, and saves you miles of needless 
tramping. 

Animal instinct —Every animal has wonderful power of perception (instinct), 
powerful sense of smell, sharp ears, able to catch the slightest sound. Their 
eyes quickly discover anything suspicious. They know when and how to hide 
and to throw you off their trail, and are seldom surprised. 

Be sure not to make the slightest unusual sound, to sneeze, cough or blow 
your nose. Walk carefully, advancing against the wind, your hat on tight, and 
take advantage of every natural cover. 

Deer hunting— November and December are the best months for deer 
hunting, as deer are then at their best. They are heavier, and the meat firmer 
and better, and the skin and antlers are more valuable than at any other season. 
Also the buck, doe and fawn are now together. Early morning or evening, 
especially in cold or cloudy weather, is the best time for hunting deer or, in fact, 
any game. If snow is on the ground, be careful to avoid any crunching as you 
walk, and watch carefully for their trail, which is easily followed in the snow. 
Use your binocular telescope frequently, scanning the country for miles around 
in every direction from every rise. 

Game once sighted, the rest is easy. If a trail is found, note carefully if 
running, moving slow or browsing. If running, chuck it up and look for some¬ 
thing else. 

If feeding, get busy, for now is your chance. 

If you find any droppings, see if it is fresh^ 

If in the middle of the day, watch every thicket; if early morning or evening, 
and the weather is mild, around swamps or marshy places. 

If the snow is deep, look for them where hemlock, cedar, etc., abound. 
Look where the timber is the thickest. 

When you locate them, you are practically sure of a good shot if you are 
careful and do not get excited. 

The doe is especially sensitive to the slightest sound. In October she goes 
into the thicket to hide from the buck. In November she comes out to the 
buck, and the fawn usually with her. A true sportsman seldom kills more than 
the buck, although, if you are cool and a good shot, you can easily shoot first 
the doe, then the buck, and last, the fawn, which, as a rule, makes no effort to 
get away. 

It sometimes happens that just as you are about to shoot the animal takes 
alarm; if so, a sharp whistle brings it dead still. It is your only chance; if you 
cannot bring him down now, it is all off, for in an instant he is gone like the 
wind. 

If they look your way or catch sight of you, don’t move. Shoot quick 
and aim below what you see. Don’t over shoot, and if you think you have 
made a hit, search carefully for the game; likely it is around. 

Moose hunting is a capital sport, but as the methods used both in hunting 
and trapping this monster king of the forest are much the same as those em¬ 
ployed in the case of deer (a species of the same family), much needless detail 
can be here eliminated. 

The bull moose is often larger than a horse, frequently six to eight feet in 
height at the shoulders, and ranging in weight from l,000"to 1,200 pounds. The 
head and shoulders are brown, gradually diminishing to a yellowish gray at 
the lower extremities of the body. The heads in season are beautiful for mount¬ 
ing. The hair is heavy and shaggy, matted around the chest and on the arch 
of the neck, somewhat similar to a horse mane. The broad, flat, spreading 
antlers measure from three to five feet between the tips. 

The cow moose seeks the seclusion of the deep, dense forest and thicket in 
June and brings forth her young according to the age of the mother, from one 
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to three. These are hidden in the dense underbrush while she feeds on aquatic 
plants and moist grass in and around the near-by stream. q
